We are sure that Mr. Coolidge recognizes the right 


of the Russian people to any political doctrines the> 
choose to hold, and does not bar recognition on th<- 
ground that those doctrines are different from those hold 
elsewhere. 


Fancy Great Britain, Sweden. Holland or any of the 


European monarchies refusing recognition to the l'nit«-d 
States "until it gives up its republican doctrines!" Loos- 
er prejudiced reporting can make a bad case out of a 
good one. 


Socialism, actual and attempted, now flowering in direct 
action. The logical relationship of the two is that of par- 
ent and child. Both are an expression of dissatisfaction 
with democracy, with parliamentary government and the 
ubstitution of tyrannical power over the individual. 


Is democracy to go down under the onslaught of
